n the northeast corridor of the jail, 
and so far as is now kpown to the 
jontrary the remains will lie there 
undisturbed by any future sepulture. 
L'nder the law tbe disposition of 
bodies of criminals who are executed 
rests within the discretion of the 
warden. In the case of (ruiteau liis 
sister, Mrs. Scoville, 
was without 


means and could not have under- 
taken his burial expenses, even if 
permitted to do ko. The only other 
relative who has appeared on the 
scene, his brother, John AV. Guiteau, 
was unwilling to assume the risk to 
take charge of the remains, believing 
be would be powerless to prevent 
body snatchers from stealing them. 
Therefore Gen. Crocker resolved to 
bury the assassin's body within the 
walls of the jail, where it would be 
beyond the reach alike o! vengeanc* 
or speculators. 


The northeast corridor, in which 


Guiteau is buried is upon the oppo- 
site side of the rotunda from the one 
in which he was hung, and from the 
window of the cell in which he was 
confined one can look down upon hif 
grave. 
The brick floor was removec 


this morning and a grave seven feel 
deep was dug. 
At four o'clock this 


afternoon 
the 
coffin 
containing 


Charles J. Guiteau was borne from 
the chapel upon the shoulders of six 
jail prisoners, and without any SOT 
vice or ceremony whatever was low 
ered into the grave and buried from 
sight.

Warden Crocker and son', Mr. Wright 
Undertaker Ward, the eng neer o: 
the jail. Deputy Warden Ross, Capt 
Crocker, aud six prisoners, whoacte^ 
as pall bearers. Thecofiiu WEB close* 
last evening and no one has since 
been permitted to see the remains 
Mrs. 
Scoville, accompanied, by Miss 


Chevallier, arrived at the jail shortly 
before -4 o'clock aud importuned th< 
warden to I* allowed to spe the re 
mains and witness the burial. Gen 
Crocker, however, remained firm ii 
his determination not to accede to 
her request, and after a few minutes 
she returned to the city.
